Inquest Jury 
Says Drowning 
Was Accidental 


An inquest today into the death 


of- Rudy Wyttenberg, 69, 906 First 
*t., whose body was recovered Sun- 
day from Rock river, found that 
death was caused by accidental 
drowning. 


According to Lee County Coro- 


ner Robert Preston, who conducted 
the inquest at 10 a.m. today, three 
persons were called upon to testi- 
fy. 


They were Robert Bird, who was 


in the boat Saturday 
afternoon 


when the deceased fell into the 
river while trying to start a stalled 
outboard motor; Clifford Young, 
Grand Detour fireman, who helped 
recover the body, and John Stouf- 
fer, chief deputy sheriff. Lee coun- 
ty, who aided in the investigation 
of the drowning. 


Wyttenberg and Bird were re- 


turning to Dixon from Grand De- 
tour Saturday afternoon, via the 
river, when the incident occurred 
near the mouth of the Seven Mile 
Branch creek. 


Funeral arrangements have not 


been completed as the 
nearest 


living relative has not yet been 
contacted, Coroner Preston said.

Mi's. Riordan, the oldest in point 


of service, has spent 42 years 
teaching in Illinois schools. 


Prior to her marriage, when she 


was the former Mary Reynolds, 
she gained experience in rural 
schools in Lee county, in the Chi- 
cago public schools, and as first 
grade instructor and princpal in 
Dixon's Woodworth school. 


After the death of her husband, 


she returned to Dixon and the pub- 
lic schools. She taught seventh 
grade in the E. C. Smith school 
and later in the Lincoln school. 


Mrs. Riordan was born on a 


farm about eight miles north of 
Dixon. She moved to 810 Peoria 
av., Dixon, where she currently 
resides with a sister, Mrs. Phillip 
Reilly.

Gen. Ridgway Will

WASHINGTON (#)— Pres- 


dent Eisenhower today nomi- 
nated Adm. Arthur W. Rad- 
ford to be chairman of the 
joint chiefs of staff, succeed- 
ing Gen. Omar N. Bradley. He 
also nominated Gen. Matthew 
B. Ridgway to succeed Gen. J. 
Lawton Collins as army chief 
of staff. 


The White House announced that 


Eisenhower 
later will nominate 


Adm. Robert B. Carney to succeed 
Adm. William M. Fechteler as 
chief of naval operations. 


Gruenther Named 


It said the President has pro- 


posed to the North Atlantic council 
that Lt. Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther 
succeed Ridgway as supreme com- 
mander of North Atlantic forces in 
Europe, and that the council has 
approved. 
Gruenther has 
been 


chief of staff to Ridgway. 


The President's action 
today 


completed plans for reorganization 
of the joint chiefs . of staff. Last 
week h« nominated Gen. Nathan 
Twining to succeed Gen. Hoyt S. 
Vandenberg as air force chief of 
staff. 


Bradley and Collins will serve 


out their terms which expire in 
August. Fechteler's term has two 
years to run but today's announce- 
ment would indicate he will not 
finish out the term. 


There was no immediate word, 


however, as to when Carney would 
take over the top naval post from 
Fechteler. 


Radford at present is command- 


er-in-chief m the Pacific. Ridgway 
has been serving as supreme com- 
mander in Europe since last June 
when Eisenhower gave up that 
post to seek the presidency. 


Carney now is commander-in- 


chief of the Allied naval forces in 
the Mediterranean area. 


The prospective shifts mean that 


an entire new top military com- 
mand will take over in Washing- 
ton. 


This is a move which has been 


urged by Sen. Taft (R-Ohio) and 
some other influential lawmakers 
who argue that a new group of 
men should reassess the whole mil- 
itary planning which developed un- 
der the Truman ad/nimstration.

More Winds

Waco Shattered 
As Tornadoes Rip 
Through Texas

WACO, Tex.—(IP)—The U. 


S. weather bureau warned to- 
day of the possibility of more 
Texas tornadoes in the wake 
of two man-killing twisters 
Monday which left possibly as 
many as 150 dead. 


The dread tornadoes, 
striking 


with rare fury 200 miles and two 
hours apart, killed at least 42 per- 
sons in this Central Texas city of 
90,000 Monday. Eight were killed 
at San Angelo far to the west. 


More Possible 


The U. S.- Weather Bureau at 


New Orleans this morning issued 
this warning: 


"There is a.possibility of a few 


tornadoes in the area bounded by 
Tyler, Lufkin,'- Yaokum-Del Rio- 
Eagle Pass area, Junction and Tay- 
lor the remainder of today and 
early tonight."* 


Hundreds of weary rescue work- 


ers dug with bare hands and bull- 
dozers here into two piles of rubble 
which had been part of Waco'a 
downtown business section. 


Bodies of five teen-agers were 


recovered during the night from 
the wreckage of a pool -hall. 
Fif- 


teen other youths were missing in 
the building. 


Over 50 Missing 


Police Sgt. John Wohlwend *aid 


"I don't believe another person is 
alive" in the wreckage of the five- 
story R. T. Dennis Building and 
those adjacent, Exactly how many 
were buried beneath 
two gro- 


tesque mounds of rubble was not 
known, more than 50 persons are 
missing. 


Forrest Moore, member of Bay- 


lor University's staff who relayed 
rescue instructions over a loud- 
speaker during the all-night res- 
cue work, said "There are a re- 
ported 30 to 50 trapped in tha 
basement of the Dennis Building." 


Basement Floods 
, Ironically, if there were people 
trapped in the basement they could 
have escaped the tornado but 
drown. 
Moore said a steel beam 


had punctured a six-inch water 
pipe and water cascaded into th« 
basement for seven hours. 


Belately, 
reports came of a 


third tornado Monday which raced 
into Sutton County near Sonora, 
Tex., and damaged utility poles 
and cattle-feeding pens. The Texas 
tornadoes followed week-end Mid- 
continent storms which killed 15. 


In Washington, Red Cross na- 


tional headquarters allotted $200,- 
000 today 
to meet emergency 


needs of the Waco and San Angelo 
tornado victims. More money will 
be forthcoming as needed, said 
Raymond T. Schaeffer, 
national 


director of disaster service. 


The Red Cross estimated 
the 


Waco death toll at 67 and San 
Angelo's at seven but said indica- 
tions were the search of Waco 
ruins would disclose more dead 
here. 


Two square miles were demol- 


ished or damaged in Waco and 
property damage here and in San 
Angclo ran into the millions. 


Stores, houses, shops, every kind 


of structure, were razed in Waco. 
The five-story R. T. Dennis Build- 
ing was smashed almost to ground

Doubled Yields Expected 
From New Corn Planter 


A corn planter recently intro- 


duced in the Corn-Belt states has 
made its appearance in the Dixon 
area. The machine Monday planted 
18 acres of corn on the Joe Nauman 
farm, about a mile north of Amboy 
along Rt. 52. 


Nauman's corn last year yielded 


an average of 75 bushels an acre, 
and as result of increased appli- 
cation' of fertilizer by using the 
new machine he expects this year's 
crop to yield about twice as much. 


Adventages claimed for the plant- 


er are based on its ability to place 
bands of fertilizer at two depts and 
plant corn all in one operation. A 
"booster" band is placed on both 
sides of the corn row at the same 
depth 'as the corn—about 2 inches. 
A "heavy" band is placed on both 
sides of the row about 3 inches 
deeper. 


The deeper bands are deposited 


bv tubes toward the front of the 


machine: the corn is planted by 
mechanism 
near the 
machine's 


center, and the booster bands are 
deposited by tubes near the rear. 


Planter-fertilizer machines used 


in this area in the past were cap- 
able of depositing bands at only 
the 2-inch booster depth. The add- 
ed bands of the new machine at 
the 5-lnch depth permit use of more 
fertilizer and provide feed for the 
plant long after the booster bands 
have given the plant its start. 


Its advantages over broadcasting 


fertilizer are listed as a time-saver 
—since it deposits fertilizer and 
plants corn in one operation—and 
as a non-promoter of weeds—since 
it is not spread on both weeds and 
corn hills as in broadcasting. 


Nauman is applying 600 pounds 


of fertilizer to the acre with the 
new machine. 
The conventional 


planters apply about 150 pounds of 
fertilizer per acre.

ject and six enrolled in the wildlife 
project. Both subjects are designed 
the familiarize 4-H'ers \\;ilh con- 
servation problems. Each boy car- 
ries out the project work on his 
home farm.

Weevils Infest 
Local Clover 


A serious infestation of clover- 


leaf weevils in Lee country red 
clover crops was reported today. 
George Reed, Dixon high school 
vocational agriculture teacher, said 
lie beiieves more than 50 per cent 
of red clover fields seeded last 
spring are threatened. 


Reed said an inspection he made 


of local fields over the weekend in- 
dicated that farmers who seeded 
red clover last spring should check 
immediately for infestation. 


He warned that control of the 


weevil will require spraying with 
insecticide no later than this week. 


During the day, a green warm 


may be found in infested fields un- 
der the field's dead residue, Reed 
said. The larvae eats on leaves of 
the plant at night. 


Damaged plants have a "ragged" 


look, according to Reed. 


An insecticide of three-tenths of 


a pound of benzene hexochloride in 
JO gallons of water for each acre 
was suggested by Reed. 


The agriculture instructor also 


said spittlebugs a're appearing on 
alfalfa and advised spraying for 
them within the next few days with 
benzene hexochloride.

Forestall Free Thinking 


Over and over through the years we hear it said that 


particular blasts of Russian propaganda are designed for 
'•home consumption." We know that Soviet leaders pour 
a ceaseless stream of false information into the ears of their 
citizenry, and work desperately to seal the people off from 
outside sources of truth. 
Yet the most astute foreign observers of the Russian 


scene, including a number who have lived there for years 
at-a stretch, agree pretty generally that all this effort is 
largely a failure.

You might ask: How can this be? How can Soviet 


propaganda "fail when the ordinary Russian hears nothing 
else?The skeptic might argue with especial vehemence that 
the young Russian might surely be a thorough captive of the 
Communist system. From birth he has had the doctrine, 
the false history, the heroes, all of it dinner in his ears.

Nevertheless, the judgment is that much of Soviet pro- 


paganda is not believed by Russians, and that some of them 
don't accept any of it at all. One observer once characterized 
the adult Russian as either secretly belligerent about it, cyni- 
cal or utterly resigned. 


Why don't the people believe it? There is one funda- 


mental answer: Russia itself provides the corrective, the 
antidote. The discrepancy between what Communist leaders 
say and what the reality is in Russia is apparent to every 
man with eyes. 


No matter how you try to immerse a youth in rosy dis- 


tortions, you cannot forever put off the day when he will 
walk about his city or town and see Russia as it is. And very 
few find their illusions surviving this shock. 


Hardly a family exists in Russia that has not lost a mem- 


ber to the" firing squad, the hangman, the army, the slave 
labor camp, or the jail for some minor economic offense. 
These people understand quite well what their "beloved lead- 
ers" are doing to them. 


If all this is so, the Kremlin must certainly know it. It 


does, of course. Then why bother to pump out the lies in 
such a torrent?

The Kremlin's theouy on this is really very simple. To 


keep silent would be to create a vacuum in the citizen's mind, 
since the leaders can't tell the truth about themselves and 
don't intend to admit outside information. 


Such a vacuum is a dangerous thing to a dictatorship. 


Gradually a man will fill it with his own independent think- 
ing, feeding on the tiniest fragments of real information 
wherever he can pick them up. His mind is free to react, to 
generate ideas. 


The Kremlin propaganda technique is designed to pre- 


vent that vacuum. It doesn't matter that the stuff isn't 
believed. The idea is to keep a man's mind filled to the brim. 
He is so busy listening, rejecting mentally arguing with him- 
self and his leaders, that he has no time for free and inde- 
pendent thought! 


,"' It might be called the technique of the "full vessel." Let 


the vessel be less than full, and air gets in. creating bubbles 
of real thought. Put enough of those bubbles together and 
they might burst in the Kremlin's face one day.

I recently cited the" case of an executive of a

himself but. in case of his death, for his wife, and 
in case of her death, for his estate, for ten years. 
The contract did not even buy his "exclusive" serv- 
ices.

Tnjs was taken all around, the most audacious 


grab of all that I have encountered. 
But the case of the Sinclair Oil 


Corporation of New York, is bold enough. 


Now I am George Spelvin, American, in the flesh, in matters of 


this kind. 
I grope through legal language and the jargon of the fi- 


nancier and I have the same trouble with a balance sheet that I have 
•with a time-table. In buying stock, 1 rely on tips, intuition and luck 
Thus far I have never been badly hurt, probably because the Roose- 
velt-Truman war booms kept stocks up and provided good dividends of 
50 cent dollars. In my case, however, the dividends are almost en- 
tirely illusory because they come in my top income-tax bracket. Thus, 
for taking all the risk with my savings after taxes, I come up with an 
average dividend of less than three per cent, cut in half by inflation. 
Moreover. I find that in all cases in my diversified, though skinny 
"portfolio." I am under contract to pay enormous pensions to a lot 
of fat cats who have been drawing big salaries from me and millions 
of other faceless suckers for many years and, -by all rights should 
have saved money for their own old age just as we have tried to do.

tion this sort of problem over our

The Doctor Says: 


Complete Cure i'or Leprosy 
Is Almost Certain to Come 


By EDWIN i>. JORDON, M. O. 


An unusual question comes from 


a reader who asks about the 
symptoms of |eprosy, and whether 
the disease can be treated at home 
or whether the victim should be 
sent away. 


First, with regard to symptoms, 


it. should be said that this disease 
generally comes on slowly and 
the early signs vary remarkably. 
A thickening eruption on the skin 
and perhaps the formation 
of 


lumps or nodules ar« probably the 
most common early signs, though 
the diagnosis is not always easy 
at first. 


With regard to the second ques- 


tion it must be recognized that 
leprosy is considered mildly con- 
tagious and someone with the dis- 
ease should therefore be treated 
away from home. 


Leprosy, or Hansen's disease, is 


rather rare in the United States. 
It does exist in many parts of the 
world, however, with Sweden, Nor- 
way, Iceland, parts of Russia, and 
certain provinces in Spain and 
Portugal providing a good many 
of the victims. In China leprosy is 
extensive, and in Africa it is said 
to have increased rapidly in recent 
years. 
: 


There are not many people in the 


United States who have this dis- 
ease now. Leprosy was formerly a 
much worse scourge than it is to- 
day. 


Historica^ novels of the middle 


ages frequently mentioned the pa- 
thetic victims of leprosy who were 
outcasts from society, dreaded and 
shunned by all. Many of these suf- 
ferers wandered over the face of 
the earth and were prohibited on 
penalty of death or torture even to 
speak to other human beings. 


Fortunately, this disease cannot 


be easily acquired, for it is spread 
slowly from person to person, and 
only by close contact. The control 
lies in early diagnosis and isola- 
tion as soon as possible. Isolation 
should be made as humane as pos- 
sible. The cruel attitude of mediev- 
al days should cease'. 
, 


GOOD PROGRESS MADE 
' 


Good progress in treatment is 


developing. Several chemical sub- 
stances, some of them related to 
the sulfa drugs, have been used 
with encouraging results. Indeed 
the pictures of patients with lep- 
rosy who have been treated with 
many of the terrible outward'signs 
"of the disease can be practically 
abolished. 
. New hope has therefore entered 
the somber outlook for the vic- 
tims of leprosy. Sure and complete 
cure will almost certainly come 
and when it does, the recovered 
victims of this disease should be 


taken back into society without 
fear of the dread effects which 
have been given too much promi- 
nence by the hysterical attitude of 
our ancestors.

Sets Forth Goals 


The Pentagon boss set 
forth 


these and other military economy 
goals Monday in supporting his 


' defense budget request for $36,171,' 


288,000 for the year starting July 
1— more than five billion dollars 
under that "proposed by former 
' President Truman. 


The defense chief told a House 


appropriations 
subcommittee 
he 


hopes 
to keep actual military 


spending to S-13.200.000,000 in the 
next fiscal year, while increasing 
the acquisition of fighting gear. 
Truman had .recommended spend- 
ing 45l/2 billions. 


This would entail using some of 


the 63 billions carried over from 
past years' appropriations. 


Wilson stressed an intention to 


see that the military services carry 
out his manpower reduction orders 
without 
weakening any 
combat 


force or reducing the number of 
existing fighting units. 


Has 103 Wings 


The Air Force now has 103 of the 


106 wings called for at this stage 
of the 143-wing goal set after the 
Korean War was well under way. 


Wilson maintained that having 


114 wings ready for action by June 
30, 1954. will represent a "very 
substantial increase" in Air Force 
combat strength. 
The number of 


planes in a wing varies from 30 
bombers to 75 fighters. 


Air Force officers said the old 


Truman program would have given 
them 133 wirgs by the end of 1954 


. and full 143-wing strength by the 


end of 1955. Against this, they esti- 
mated that the nearly 3Vs billion 
dollar cut proposed by Wilson in 
aircraft procurement will delay 
reaching even the tentative 120- 
wing goal until mid-1956. 


Wilson told the congressmen that 


all of the military services could 
get along with fewer people in 
housekeeping, overhead and non- 
combat categories. 


Expects Drop 


He said he expects the Air 


Force to drop from the Truman 
budgeted total of 1,061,000 by June 
. 30, 1954, to 980,000, and to 915,000 
12 months thereafter. 
The Air 


Force currently numbers about 
975.000 officers and men. 


The Army is the only service to 


get a monetary boost in the pro- 
posed fiscal 1954 budget. Virtually 
all of the 1% billion dollar increase 
is to cover cost of equipping addi- 
tional South Korean divisions and 
to provide 'advance financing of 
part of Korean combat costs.

If the Korean War ends in the

WASHINGTON <*) — Sen. Ful- 


bright (D-Ark) called today for 
U.S. leadership—"with some good 
horse sense"—to arrange cold war 
peace talks with the Russians.
